Carrollton arts, 
music academy 
to expand, offer 
more programs

Music will soon fill the air 
while young artists work on 
their paintings in a former law 
office at 430 Main St. 

Paragon Arts and Music 
Academy is expanding to add 
this space next door to the loca¬ 
tion it has called home for two 
years. 

Owner and director Jennifer 
Beach said the additional space 
is needed because of the growth 
they have seen for the programs 
offered in performance and visu¬ 
al arts. 

This level of growth is some¬ 
thing Beach did not expect 
when she opened the doors at 
Paragon. 

“I had hoped to (grow). That 
was the plan, the dream,” Beach 
said in an interview Friday. “But 
I didn’t expect we would be here 
this soon. We have quadrupled 
our enrollment in two years. We 
started out with 20 and now 
we’re close to 80.” 

The two spaces — connect¬ 
ed years ago when the dance 
club and bar Footlights operated 
there — reconnected recently by 
cutting away some wallboard on 
one side and removing a book¬ 
shelf on the other. 

“That makes it nice because 
it connects the two spaces. We 
feel like we’re one unit instead 
of two.” 

Beach said Paragon now has 
one large studio, a medium studio 
and two small ones for its instruc¬ 
tional programs, which included 
dance, music, Kindermusik and 
limited art offerings before the 
expansion. 

With the additional space, 
Beach said they can offer a wider 
range of music offerings includ¬ 
ing a drum circle, banjo and 
violin instruction. 

Art classes at Paragon now

Synthetic drugs: Legal does not mean safe

Ashley Stillwell, now a 19- 
year-old freshman at Western 
Kentucky University, was feel¬ 
ing on top of the world during 
the summer of 2011. She had 
just graduated from Warren East 
High School and felt like ‘The 
Hulk:’ “Nothing could touch 
me,” she said. 

She had never used drugs or 
alcohol before in her life, but on 
the night of Aug. 21, she made 
a decision that would alter her 
life forever: She took one hit of 
legal synthetic marijuana and 
was paralyzed for three hours.

On the night of Aug. 21, 
Stillwell’s best friend since grade 
school called and asked if she 
wanted to try 7H, which is syn¬ 
thetic marijuana. He said the 
drug was legal and it would show 
her what it was like to be high. 
Stillwell said she had always been 
good at saying ‘no’ to peer pres¬ 
sure and she had a gut feeling 
that something would go wrong, 
but she ignored it. 

The pair went to a hookah bar 
across the street from WKU’s 
campus, and her friend went into 
the bar and bought a bag of 7H 
for $25. Stillwell said she did not 


see the package when he brought 
it back, which was labeled as 
potpourri and said it was “not 
meant for human consumption.” 

Stillwell said it had no smell, 
and it looked like grass with 
bright colored pieces in it that 
matched the package. “This 
looked nothing like marijua¬ 
na, not even close,” she said. 
They went back to her friend’s 
apartment, and he took the first 
hit of the drug with a bong. 
Stillwell said she watched him 
for a few minutes and he was 
fine. There was another guy

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Bridge closure dates announced 


Primitive camping at RV park 
discussed, official vote Thursday 


Public meeting 
March 22 to 
update locals

State officials have announced 
the planned dates for the first 
of two five-day closures during 
the replacement of the Milton- 
Madison Bridge. 

The bridge will be closed April 
25-29, during which time crews 
with Walsh Construction will 
work around the clock to remove 
the existing approaches on both 
sides of the river and attach the 
temporary approaches to the 82- 
year-old Ohio River span. 

During the closure, travelers 
will be routed 26 miles east to the 
Markland Dam linking Gallatin 


County, Ky., and Switzerland 
County, Ind., or 46 miles west to 
Louisville. A ferry will be in place 
for emergency services only. 

Project leaders will host a public 
meeting from 6-8 p.m. Thursday, 
March 22, at the Brown Gym on 
Broadway in Madison, Ind., to 
provide area residents with an 
in-depth update on the project. 
A presentation will be given at 
7 p.m. 

Through the fall and winter, 
Indiana and Kentucky - and 
points east - have experienced 
record rainfall, which has led to 
five “high-water events” on the 
river, Andy Barber, bridge proj¬ 
ect manager for the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet, said 
Monday. Though there has been 
no serious land flooding, the 
river level has been high enough 
to overflow into the coffer dams 
built for workers around the base 
of each of the piers. 

Heavy rains last week and 


over the weekend led to a sixth 
high-water event, again forcing 
workers out of the coffer dams, 
Barber said. 

Reinforcement of Pier 3, the 
one in the river closest to the 
Kentucky side, is completed, but 
the rains have kept workers from 
moving concrete forms to Pier 4 
mid-river, where the next con¬ 
crete pour is set to begin. The 
delay is forcing officials to move 
the project completion date from 
late 2012 to some time in the 
first half of 2013, he said. 

On the bright side, Barber said 
the delay in completion will not 
cause any additional problems 
for travelers and local residents; 
no matter when the span is com¬ 
pleted, the bridge will only be 
closed for those two five-day 
periods. The second closure will 
occur when the finished replace¬ 
ment bridge is slid into place

The city plans to have an area 
for primitive camping ready near 
the Two Rivers RV Park in time 
for the spring opening. 

After a lengthy discussion at 
the second work session focus¬ 
ing on the new park’s rules and 
regulations on Tuesday, Jan. 24, 
city leaders unofficially decided 
they would like to add the primi¬ 
tive camping back into the plans. 
It was part of the original draw¬ 
ings, but was later phased out. 

Discussions at the work ses¬ 
sions are unofficial because there 
was not a quorum by city coun¬ 
cil. A special council meeting will 
be held at 6:30 p.m. on Thursday, 
Feb. 2 to vote on the final list 
of rules and regulations for the 
Two Rivers RV Park. 

Ricky Howard attended the 
open session and expressed 


his interest in seeing primitive 
camping available at the park. 
As a motorcyclist himself, his 
friends have requested he ask if 
the park will be “biker-friendly.” 
He said a lot of bikers pull either 
small campers or trailers behind 
them and he wanted to know if 
they would be welcomed into the 
RV park if there were available 
spaces. 

Howard also asked if bikers 
would be allowed to primitive 
camp and have access to the 
showers at the RV park. From 
his experience, campers typically 
have access to a water spigot and 
some have a fire ring or campers 
are allowed to dig a fire pit. 

General Butler State Resort 
Park Recreations Director Tanya 
Supplee asked what classifies an 
RV park? Is it a camper pulled

A local man and his wife and child were rescued after their truck was washed away in the creek. Dennis Wallace, 
his wife and their 6-month-old child were in their truck and attempting to cross the creek from their property 
to White's Run Road on Thursday, Jan. 26, according to Sheriff Jamie Kinman.

have a designated area, pro¬ 
viding the space to add a 
computer for new artistic 
offerings. 

Paragon can introduce 
children to the arts at ages 
as young as 18 months. 

Beach said children ages 
1 1/2 to 3 years old can 
get a good start in the arts 
through the Kindermusik 
program, which teaches fun¬ 
damentals. 

“When they turn 3, 
they can move right into 
the dance classes, or they 
can take another block of 
Kindermusik till age 5,” 
Beach said. After this, the 
youngsters are ready for for¬ 
mal art or music lessons. 

“The kids that started out 
in Kindermusik are much 
more advanced when they 
go on to these other classes 
because all those skills are 
essential to music, art and 
dance,” she said. 

While Beach focuses on 
voice, Kindermusik and 
instruction on piano, guitar 
and violin, dance director 
Cindy Hedges stays busy 
with Paragon’s dance offer¬ 
ings. 

Hedges said she teaches 
ballet, tap, jazz and hip-hop 
for children ages 3-18. This 
will grow to include clogging 
later this year, along with 
the assortment of dance 
camps offered during the 
summer months. 

Many think of dance as 
something just for girls, but 
she said that’s no longer the 
case. 

On this Friday afternoon, 
two of the three boys in her 
hip-hop class came ready to 
dance. 

“My son Michael helps 
me teach my hip-hop class¬ 
es, and he’s also a student 
here.” she said, adding that 
as a student at the school, he 
studies all styles of dance. 

“He gives it the coolness 
factor... because the boys see 
the guy dancing,” she said. 

In the fall, Hedges said she 
hopes they will introduce an 
all-boys class as an introduc¬ 
tion to dance with her son 
Michael as the instructor. 

“Boys are afraid they’re 
going to be in a class with a 
bunch of little girls and that 
they’re going to have to do 
the cutesy stuff,” she said. 
Hedges said she doesn’t do 
this in her classes, instead 
giving boys arm moves that 
are appropriate and have 
more of a masculine edge. 

“It makes them more com¬ 
fortable,” she said. 

Several other local resi¬ 
dents have joined the team 
at Paragon to teach other

classes. 

Beach said Jill Mahoney 
began offering art classes for 
children last year. She can 
provide instruction for those 
as young as age 5. She also 
offers private lessons. 

Mahoney also will 
start offering a four-week 
Photoshop class in the near 
future now that there is 
room created by the expan¬ 
sion. “Now that we have the 
space here, she can put her 
computer in here,” Beach 
said. 

Two new additions to 
their roster are Steve Smith 
and Everett Rucker. 

Smith will conduct a drum 
circle, which doesn’t require 
any skill for those going 
into it. Beach said drum 
circles are a fun activity that 
includes social interaction 
for participants. 

Rucker has signed on 
to teach banjo this year. 
“I’m very excited about 
that because we have had 
requests for banjo over the 
past couple of years,” Beach 
said. 

Beach and Hedges have 
enjoyed watching the busi¬ 
ness grow. 


“As people ask for things, 
we’ve seen our business 
morph in different (ways) 
that weren’t our original 
direction,” Beach said. “And 
that’s part of the fun of it 
is figuring out where we’re 
going and what we’re going 
to do.” 

For anyone who questions 
whether there is interest in 
the arts in Carroll County, 
Beach said they are “way off 
base.” She simply points to 
the interest in the programs 
Paragon has created as evi¬ 
dence. 

And she said there is more 
to come. 

In the future, she hopes 
to add programs in the dra¬ 
matic arts. 

That was something 
Beach and Hedges did when 
they started two years ago. 
“But the time wasn’t right, 
there just wasn’t enough 
interest.” They believe this 
will change in the next few 
years. 

In the meantime, Hedges 
said she will offer a drama 
camp this summer. 

Paragon has had help 
in sparking the interest 
of young artists from TV 


Shows such as “So You 
Think You Can Dance” and 
others that feature singing 
competitions have helped 
increase children’s interest 
in the arts. 

“They’ve actually made 
it a whole lot more popular,” 
Hedges said. 

In celebration of the 
expansion and Paragon’s 
second anniversary, Beach 
said there will be an open 
house Feb. 10 beginning at 
6 p.m. that is open to every¬ 
one. The community will 
also be able to see the stu¬ 
dents perform at this year’s 
recital set for May 19. 

Beach said she selected 
the name Paragon for the 
arts and music academy 
because it means “a pattern 
of excellence.” 

“That is our goal,” she 
said, “to do the best that we 
can.” 

Beach believes it’s impor¬ 
tant for children to enjoy 
the arts but also to learn 
the theoretical and technical 
parts as well. “If they under¬ 
stand some terminology and 
why they are doing what 
they’re doing, it will take 
them further,” she said.

behind or an RV? Butler 
Park is classified as a camp¬ 
ground, meaning RVers 
or primitive campers can 
rent a spot and park their 
camper or pitch a tent, she 
said.

Adams said he would 
not be opposed to allow¬ 
ing primitive campers to 
setup in the RV park, but 
McMurry objected to the 
idea.

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Lawmakers tackle range 
of legislation in House 


W ith January behind us, 
the General Assembly 
is finding the quick 
pace that defined the legislative 
session’s opening days is now 
settling into a more measured 
routine. 

The first few weeks, of course, 
were dominated by two main 
actions: Gov. Steve Beshear’s 
speeches on 
the state of the 
Commonwealth 
and his budget 
proposal; and 
redistrict¬ 
ing, which 
the House 
and Senate 
undertake 
each decade to 
reflect popula¬ 
tion changes in 
their districts 
and those of 
the Kentucky 
Supreme Court 
and our congressional delega¬ 
tion. 

On Tuesday last week, the 
House Appropriations and 
Revenue Committee began the 
weeks-long task of closely look¬ 
ing at the governor’s budget to 
see what changes our chamber 
may want to make. Given the 
financial difficulty expected 
- Beshear has warned most 
agencies to prepare for cuts of 
more than 8 percent - few if any 
major alterations are forecast. 

As this process gets underway, 
several other noteworthy bills 
have already been sent to the 
Senate for consideration. Those 
include a few designed to ben¬ 
efit those who have served our 
country. 

House Bill 197, for example, 
would authorize an “I Support 
Veterans” license plate, and 
House Bill 221 would let vet¬ 
erans obtain a driver’s license 
that would reflect their service. 
House Bill 121, meanwhile, 
would require that any POW/ 
MIA flag bought and flown by a 
public institution in Kentucky 
be American made. 


If House Bill 224 becomes law, 
those serving in the Kentucky 
National Guard would be eligible 
for a new adoption-assistance 
program. In this case, those 
enlisted could recoup up to 
$5,000 in unreimbursed expens¬ 
es if they adopt a child with 
special needs and up to $3,000 
for any other child. This money 
would come from the military 
family assistance trust fund. 

House Bill 71 would offer 
assistance to the families of sol¬ 
diers killed in action by exempt¬ 
ing probate fees their estate 
would normally pay. This exemp¬ 
tion would apply as well to such 
hazardous-duty professionals 
here at home as law enforce¬ 
ment and firefighters. 

Another prominent topic in 
the House this legislative ses¬ 
sion is education. House Bill 
40, which is now in the Senate, 
would establish a statewide 
teacher evaluation system by the 
2014-15 school year, streamlin¬ 
ing a process that now varies 
from district to district. Those 
helping to implement this 
would include the Kentucky 
Department of Education, the 
Kentucky Education Association, 
the Kentucky School Boards 
Association and a statewide 
parent organization. This evalu¬ 
ation system could include peer 
and parent surveys and evidence 
of student progress in the class¬ 
room. 

Another school-related bill 
also making it through the 
chamber, House Bill 30, would 
let school districts sell qualified 
advertising on their school buses 
as a way to raise revenue. 

In addition to these bills, 
the House has put its support 
behind two studies centered on 
our youngest generation. One 
would take a closer look at the 
effect domestic violence has on 
children and another would see 
how we can get more computing 
devices in the hands of fifth and 
sixth graders.

Senate approves education bills, 
prepares to work on Ky. budget 


W e are now a quarter way 
through session. Bills 
are flowing through the 
committee process and arriving 
on the Senate floor for consider¬ 
ation before the 
entire chamber. 

Three bills 
won passage 
this week and 
will now head 
to the House 
of Represent¬ 
atives. Senate 
Bill 55 allows 
for interstate 
mutual aid 
agreements 
among first- 
responders and 
other emer¬ 
gency response 
personnel. That is to say, that if 
an emergency occurs near local 
or state borders, emergency per¬ 
sonnel can respond regardless of 
their home base. 

We had two education bills. 
Senate Bill 24 would require 
children to be 5 years old prior to 
Aug. 1 of the year they begin kin¬ 
dergarten. The measure would, 
however, allow parents to peti¬ 
tion local school boards for early 
admission. 

There is some debate whether 


children are emotionally mature 
enough to enter kindergarten 
when school begins in August. 
This bill adds structure so that 
parents will have guidelines but 
still be able to decide for their 
own children. 

Senate Bill 64 is a bill sup¬ 
ported by the School Board 
Association and other education 
groups to increase the integrity of 
the assessment testing process. It 
would make it unlawful for any 
school employee to provide any 
assistance either before or after, 
in terms of providing or altering 
answers, to students during the 
assessment testing process. The 
vast majority of school employees 
are dedicated and honest, but 
unfortunately we’ve had a few 
bad actors involved in modify¬ 
ing test scores, which threatens 
the scores of all of our kids. If 
passed by the House, both these 
bills would take effect during the 
2017-2018 school year. 

Finally, the Senate passed a bill 
to extend the congressional filing 
deadline until Feb. 7 in light of 
ongoing negotiations between the 
House and Senate. 

Coming up this week, the 
governor’s budget director will 
appear in front of the Senate 
Appropriations and Revenue 


Committee to discuss the gover¬ 
nor’s budget proposal. 

I have concerns that even 
though the state faces almost a 
billion dollar shortfall, the gover¬ 
nor proposed $815 million in addi¬ 
tional spending, including $372 
million in existing debt service. 
Some of this debt service is from 
the governor’s restructuring of 
debt - something both the House 
and the Senate had directed not 
to do in the last budget and which 
he vetoed.

Beginning with the 2012

I found this out while 
watching Joe grill hamburg¬ 
ers, brats and chicken on the 
grill in preparation for a feast 
while watching the Giants play 
last week. See how food always 
enters into the equation. That 
night we dutifully watched 
that game, and they won. So, 
once again, the Giants and the 
Patriots play in the Super Bowl. 
We really need good food for 
that game. 

I recently made a pizza using 
a tortilla. I layered diced toma¬ 
toes, green peppers, onions, arti¬ 
chokes, oregano, fresh basil and 
of course, low-fat mozzarella 
cheese. I baked it in a 350° oven 
for about 15 minutes, until the 
cheese melted and the crust was 
a bit crispy. We had it for lunch, 
and it was so good. I decided it 
would make a great snack to 
have while watching the game. 

I also experimented by mak¬ 
ing a delicious chicken dish, 


which I served with mashed 
potatoes and steamed fresh veg¬ 
etables, but it would also make 
a great wrap. I give you 

Chicken in Creamy Dill Sauce 
(serves 2) 

2 boneless chicken breasts 
Mojo Sauce 

Place the chicken breasts in a plastic 
bag and pour on about 1 cup of Mojo 
Sauce. (You can find this with all the meat 


marinades). Marinate for about 1 hour. 
While it's marinating, make the dill sauce. 

Dill Sauce 

% cup diced onion 
1 clove garlic, minced 
Yi cup chopped fresh dill 
Olive oil 

1 cup low-fat sour cream 
Juice ofy 2 lemon 

1 tsp. chicken flavored instant bouillon 
1 tsp. lemon pepper seasoning 


Paprika 

White wine or chicken broth 
Salt to taste 

In a medium saucepan, place about 
1-2 tsp. olive oil. Place over medium heat 
and saute the onion and minced garlic for 
about 5 minutes or until onion becomes 
clear. Turn stove down to low, then add in 
sour cream, lemon juice, instant bouillon 
and lemon pepper. Cook, stirring frequent¬ 
ly, for about 5 minutes. Add in dill; simmer. 
As it cooks, the sauce will become thicker, 
so you can add in white wine or chicken 
broth as needed to get the consistency 
you want. Add in a dash or two of paprika. 
Keep warm until needed for chicken. 

Grill the marinated chicken on your grill, 
or on your George Forman, or broil in the 
oven until internal temperature is 180° on 
meat thermometer. Place on serving dish 
and top with dill sauce; add another dash 
of paprika for color, too. 

To use for a wrap: after the chicken has 
been cooked, slice it into thin slices. Place 
on your wrap and top with diced tomato, 
diced cucumber and dill sauce, use Feta 
cheese too, if you like. Roll it up and enjoy!

of voice” (pg. 140). That 
really resonates with me 
because I was born and 
raised in Carroll County. 

As a matter of fact, as a 
part of the Craig family, 
my roots began growing in 
Carroll County in 1792. I, 
too, have become a “placed 
person.” 

February makes us 
think of love and how 
we demonstrate it as the 
staff of the Carroll County 
Public Library. We love 
our patrons, our resources, 
our programs, our books 
and most of all, our place in 
Carroll County.

Are you a cracked pot? 

God has a use for everyone just as they are

A water bearer in India had two 

large pots, both hung on each end 
of a pole which he carried across 
his neck. One of the pots had a crack in 
it, and while the other pot was perfect 
and always delivered a full portion of 
water at the end of the long walk from 
the stream to the master’s house, the 
cracked pot arrived only half full. 

For a full two years this went on daily, 
with the bearer delivering only one and a 
half pots full of water in 
his master’s house. 

Of course, the per¬ 
fect pot was proud of 
its accomplishments, 
perfect to the end for 
which it was made. But 
the poor cracked pot 
was ashamed of its own 
imperfection, and miser¬ 
able that it was able to 
accomplish only half of 
what it had been made 
to do. 

After two years of 
what it perceived to be a 
bitter failure, it spoke to the water bearer 
one day by the stream. “I am ashamed of 
myself, and I want to apologize to you.” 

“Why?” asked the bearer. “What are 
you ashamed of?” 

“I have been able, for these past 
two years, to deliver only half my load 
because this crack in my side causes 
water to leak out all the way back to your 
master’s house. Because of my flaws, you 
have to do all of this work, and you don’t 
get full value from your efforts,” the pot 
said. 

The water bearer felt sorry for the old 
cracked pot, and in his compassion he 
said, “As we return to the master’s house, 
I want you to notice the beautiful flowers 
along the path.” Indeed, as they went up 
the hill, the old cracked pot took notice 
of the sun warming the beautiful wild 
flowers on the side of the path, and this 
cheered it some. 

But at the end of the trail, it still felt 
bad because it had leaked out half its 
load, and so again it apologized to the 
bearer for its failure. The bearer said to 
the pot, “Did you notice that there were 


flowers only on your side of the path, 
but not on the other pot’s side? That’s 
because I have always known about your 
flaw, and I took advantage of it. I planted 
flower seeds on your side of the path, 
and every day while we walk back from 
the stream, you’ve watered them. For 
two years I have been able to pick these 
beautiful flowers to decorate my master’s 
table. Without you being just the way 
you are, he would not have this beauty to 
grace his house.” 

2 Corinthians 4:7 declares “we have 
this treasure in jars of clay, to show that 
the surpassing power belongs to God and 
not to us.”

On Friday, the House 
voted unanimously for 
my resolution calling on 
the U.S. Dept, of Labor to 
reconsider a proposed rule 
change that would limit 
how much help teenagers 
under 16 could provide on 
the farm. 

If this federal rule is 
allowed, it would keep 
teens from using power 
equipment such as trac¬ 
tors or handle cattle. No 
one wants to endanger 


their welfare, of course, 
but I think we have 
achieved a good balance 
as things now stand. Now 
that my resolution has 
passed the House, it will 
be sent to our congres¬ 
sional delegation and the 
secretary of the U.S. Dept, 
of Labor. 

As all of this legisla¬ 
tion shows, there is no 
shortage of ideas being 
discussed, but with only 
about two months left to 
finish our work, it is still 
too soon to say what will 
ultimately become law. 

Because of that, I 
encourage you to keep 


contacting me with your 
thoughts and concerns.

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Winn students become math wizards with 'Math Facts in a Flash' 


O utside the cafeteria 
at Kathryn Winn 
Primary School, 
a couple of first grade 
students gather around 
a poster of a pointed wiz¬ 
ard’s cap hanging on the 
wall. The large cut-out cap 
has about 
15 small 
cardboard 
wizard 
caps stuck 
to it with 
Velcro, 
each with 
a different 
student’s 
first name 
written on 
it. Thirty- 
one wiz¬ 
ard caps 
line both sides of the hall, 
each one representing a 
higher level of mathemati¬ 
cal wizardry. 

“I passed my twos and 
threes!” said one of the 
students to his classmate 
as he peeled his small wiz¬ 
ard cap off of the large cap 
labeled “Level 2 (2s and 
3s)” and moved it to the 
next large wizard cap to 
his right labeled “Level 3 


(4s and 5s).” 

The caps are part of 
Winn’s Math Wizards 
program, which helps stu¬ 
dents to learn basic math 
facts quickly, by sight, 
using a computer program 
called Math Facts in a 
Flash. First and second 
grade students spend 10 
minutes each day on the 
program, which quizzes 
them on addition and sub¬ 
traction of the numbers 
between 0-20, similar to 
how one would use math 
flash cards, each with a 
different math problem. 
The students must com¬ 
plete 20 questions in a set 
amount of time without 
any errors to move on to 
the next level. 

For example, when the 
problem 6+3= flashes on 
the screen, the student 
clicks on 9, which is one 
of three possible answers. 
The computer lets the stu¬ 
dent know if the student 
answers correctly or not. 

If the student answers all 
20 questions adding 2s 
and 3s correctly, he or she 
passes “Twos and Threes” 
and moves on the “Fours 


and Fives.” 

Gerda Wise, principal 
of Kathryn Winn Primary 
School, said that she 
started the Math Wizards 
program so that students 
would be able to meet the 
new National Common 
Core State Standards 
adopted by the Kentucky 
School Board in 2010. To 
meet the standard, a first 
grade student should be 
able to add and subtract 
numbers between 1-10 
with fluency in order to 
be ready for second grade. 
Also, by the end of second 
grade, all students should 
be able to add and sub¬ 
tract numbers between 
1-20. 

“Students get so excited 
when they pass sections,” 
Wise said. “They’ll say, 
‘Ms. Wise, I passed my 
threes and fours’ or ‘...my 
fives and sixes.” 

Wise said it’s important 
for students to master 
their math facts because 
it frees up the cogni¬ 
tive space for them to do 
harder problem solving. 
She compared learning 
math facts to recognizing 


sight words when learn¬ 
ing to read. She also cited 
research by Dr. Donald 
B. Crawford, which gives 
four basic reasons that 
students should memorize 
their math facts: 

1. Students who know 
simple math facts will 
be better able to know 
whether an answer makes 
sense when using calcula¬ 
tors 

2. Math facts help them 
“estimate” more accu¬ 
rately 

3. Students slow at 
math facts are less likely 
to learn more complex 
math problem types 

4. Understanding of 
fractions and algebra is 
greatly inhibited if basic 
facts are not learned 

“If students had to 
sound out every word, 
they wouldn’t read fast 
enough for the words to 
make sense as a whole,” 
Wise said. 

Second grade teacher 
Megan Leach said she 
likes Math Facts in a 
Flash because students 
can work at their own 
pace. Leach has students 


working on various levels, 
but she said they all get 
excited when they pass a 
section and get to move 
their wizard cap to a high¬ 
er level. 

At the end of the day, 
Wise recognizes those stu¬ 
dents who have advanced 
to a new level in Math 
Facts in a Flash. She plays 
the Kool and the Gang 
song “Celebration” over 
the intercom then reads 
off the list of students who 
have passed one of the 31 
different levels. 

Wise said Math Facts in 
a Flash is a great tool for 
helping students to master 
their math facts but that 
the classroom teacher 
working with students 
through the regular every¬ 
day mathematics curricu¬ 
lum is the most important 
factor in students meeting 
their mathematics stan¬ 
dards. 

“The teacher looks at 
the individual student and 
teaches the strategies the 
child needs,” Wise said. 

She also said that par¬ 
ents working with their 
children at home can 


help them answer math 
problems more quickly by 
practicing strategies they 
use naturally like counting 
forward from the larger 
of the two numbers when 
adding or counting back¬ 
ward when subtracting. 
Parents can also help their 
children learn their math 
facts by practicing with 
flash cards or logging onto 
the Renaissance Learning 
website which offers 
online practice. 

Students can get even 
more practice before 
school by being dropped 
off at school as early as 
7:30 a.m. 

Wise said that although 
the school is trying to get 
students to think quickly, 
the process of learning the 
math facts is accomplished 
very deliberately, one step 
at a time. 

“I tell students it’s 
like the tortoise and the 
hare,” said Wise. “Slow 
and steady pace wins the 
race.”

New Kentucky student assessment 
test: Prepare to be confused

More than 500,000 
Kentucky public school stu¬ 
dents will take the state’s 
new K-Prep test for the 
first time this spring, and 
educators are concerned 
that the results could leave 
many families confused 
and concerned. 

The new test was man¬ 
dated under Senate Bill 1, 
the 2009 reform package 
that the General Assembly 
passed to strengthen 
Kentucky’s public educa¬ 


tion system. 

Scores will look radically 
different from those on the 
old CATS test, which K- 
Prep replaces. There will 
be many new measures, 
from student growth to 
gaps to graduation rates, 
that parents aren’t used to 
seeing. Finally, the scoring 
system for the new test 
will be so different that 
state education officials 
say it won’t be possible to 
compare the 2012 results 
with scores from previous 
years, something parents 
frequently do to see if their 


schools are improving. 

All this comes on top of 
demanding new common 
core content standards 
in math and English lan¬ 
guage arts, which also were 
required by SB 1. Under 
those standards, Kentucky 
students now are tackling 
concepts in, say, seventh or

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Take steps to control bugs, insects with year's mild winter 


H owever blessed we 
have been with a 
mild winter, be pre¬ 
pared for some problems in 
the garden due to insects, 
diseases and fungi. 

A 

normal 
freezing 
winter 
creates 
a hostile 
environ¬ 
ment 
making it 
difficult 
for insect 
larvae, 
bacte¬ 
ria and 
various 
fungi to 
survive. 

It looks like this will not 
be the case this year. With 
temperatures in the 40s 
and 50s, we will not have 
a very good barrier against 
many pests this year. So 
it is time to make plans to 
combat this issue using all 
the tools we have available 
for this year and in the 
future. 

University of Illinois 
Extension has reported 
that “over 80 percent of our 
plant diseases are caused 
by fungi.” 

Normally many spores, 
from which fungi repro¬ 
duce, are destroyed by 


freezing temperatures. As 
you well know, this year we 
have not had many freez¬ 
ing days. This leads me to 
believe that we will have 
some problems with dis¬ 
eases this year. 

Those of you that sowed 
a cover crop onto your 
garden spot will see fewer 
problems than those folks 
who did not. When planting 
a cover crop, many of the 
spores that are present on 
garden residue is plowed 
under the soils surface and 
a living organism (wheat, 
oats, annual rye, etc.) is 
planted. Those people who 
left the residue on top of 
the soil have allowed for 
these spores to survive 
which could cause some 
serious troubles. 

If you did not take the 
time to plant a cover crop 
on your garden, it would 
probably be a good idea this 
year to remove the residue 
from the soils surface and 
move it away from your 
garden space. 

Either compost or burn 
the residue material to kill 
any spores. This can be 
done prior to tilling your 
garden soil. It should help. 

Also, increase the spacing 
between your garden plants 
to allow for better air move¬ 
ment through your garden. 
The increased air move- 
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ment will allow for many 
spores to blow right out of 
or through your garden. 

Another line of defense 
would be the use of com¬ 
mercial fungicides that 
can be purchased at local 
department, hardware or 
feed stores. Follow the label 
instructions exactly the 
way that it reads and you 
should be able to control 
disease problems in your 
garden. 

As for insects, they can 
take the form of eggs, lar¬ 
vae, pupae or adults. These 
insects have a lot of tricks 
up their sleeves to survive 
the winter. Controlling 
insects will require a great 
deal of diligence on the 
gardener’s part. 

You will need to walk 
through your garden on a 
daily basis to inspect for 
infestations. Once an infes¬ 
tation is found, do not wait 
around. A small infestation 
is easier to control than 
one that has been allowed 
to get out of hand. Luckily 
you have a lot of tools in 
your tool belt for this prob¬ 
lem. 


For larger insects man¬ 
ual control can be a viable 
option if caught early. 
Tobacco worms, beetles and 
other large pests can be 
picked off of the plants by 
hand and killed fairly easily. 
Another organic method to 
manage larger infestations 
would be the use of Bacillus 
Thuringiensis (BT), which 
is a bacteria naturally 
found in the soil. It can be 
purchased and sprayed onto 
garden crops and is a very 
safe option to use. Other 
commercial insecticides 
such as Seven, Diazinon or 
Malithion are effective on 
most garden insects, but 
be sure to follow the label 
instructions closely. 

Now for next year, I 
cannot stress enough the 
importance of sowing a 
cover crop once this gar¬ 
dening season is complete. 
If we are “blessed” with 
another mild winter next 
year, you will find that a 
good cover crop will help 
to control problems for 
the 2013 garden season. It 
will reduce erosion, help 
fight fungal spores and will

help to destroy insect eggs, 
larvae, pupae and adults 
through the tillage that is 
completed prior sowing the 
cover crop. 

Some good options for 
cover crops would include 
wheat, oats or annual 
ryegrass. If you would like 
to get more bang for your 
buck when it comes to 
cover crops, try a hearty 
legume such as clovers 
or vetches; these will add 


nitrogen to the soil giving 
your 2013 garden a great 
head start

eighth grade that previ¬ 
ously weren’t taught until 
ninth grade. The standards 
themselves are expected to 
push some scores down¬ 
ward. 

While all the steps are 
intended to better prepare 
Kentucky students for col¬ 
lege or careers, educators 
worry that the transition 
will be difficult. 

The 2012 test results 
won’t be made public until 
next fall. But some school 
districts already are start¬ 
ing to hold public forums 
and seminars to explain 
things in hopes of prepar¬ 
ing parents for the poten¬ 
tial shock. 

“The new scoring system 
is based on a scale of 100, 
whereas in the old system 
you had an index score 
that went all the way up to 
140,” said Fayette County 
School Superintendent 
Tom Shelton. “So, a lot of 
people may look at the new 
scores and immediately 
be confused into thinking 
their school has dropped. 

“They may say, ‘we were 
at 112 or 115 last year and 
we’re down at 80 some¬ 
thing this year.’ I think 
it’s going to be an issue for 
people.” 

Stu Silberman, executive 
director of the Prichard 
Committee for Academic 
Excellence, said there’s 
also a concern that if the 
public misreads the test 
results, some might start 
calling for the state to drop 
the tough new standards it 
has adopted. 

“With the new standards, 
we’ve increased rigor... and 
we’re teaching different 
subjects at earlier times to 


be more internationally 
benchmarked,” Silberman 
said. “What’s happening is 
really good for our kids. 
But we don’t want people 
to see the initial outcomes 
and say, ‘We’d better back 
off this.’” 

Lisa Gross, a spokes¬ 
woman for the state 
Department of Education, 
said department officials 
are preparing a brochure 
to explain the new test and 
its accompanying scoring 
system. 

“In some ways it’s sim¬ 
pler than the old system, 
but it’s also more com¬ 
plex,” she said. “The top 
layer is simpler, because 
there will be one overall 
score on a 100-point scale 
that people can relate to. 
But if you start digging 
into how they arrived at 
that score, it becomes a lot 
more complicated.” 

School districts that per¬ 
formed well on the previ¬ 
ous test should continue 
to do well on the new one, 
Gross said. 

“But the numbers may 
not look the same, and 
that may be what confuses 
people,” she said. “We’re 
trying to get people ready 
for that.” 

The Prichard Committee 
last year started a program 
called ReadyKentucky to 
tell the public about new 
core content standards and 
other educational changes. 
ReadyKentucky also is try¬ 
ing to get out the word on 
the new test, says program 
director Robyn Oatley. 

Oatley said she’s done 
several presentations 
before groups in Fayette 
County, as well as training 
some school district staff¬ 
ers in how best to explain 
the new testing program to 
the public. 

“Overall, the account¬ 


ability system is changing 
from the old index to a per¬ 
centage basis,” Oatley said. 
“So, if a school was at, say, 
120 last year, their score 
might go down to a 90 this 
year, even if they maintain 
the same proficiency level. 

“If the public doesn’t 
understand the change, 
they might say, ‘Oh my, 
their score went down 30 
points.’” 

Kentucky students will 
be the ultimate winners in 
the tougher new system of 
standards and accountabil¬ 
ity, Oatley said. 

“Educators know this 
is right for the kids, but 
it’s not without its chal¬ 
lenges,” she said. “We can’t 
afford to go back. But this 
is going to be a tough road 
for a while, until we get the 
bumps worked out.” 

Meanwhile, Shelton said, 
Fayette County may need 
some sort of informational 
campaign in each school 
to explain the test differ¬ 
ences. 

“This is going to be almost 
like a pilot year, a bench¬ 
mark year to see where 
our schools are against the 
new standards and the new 
structure,” he said. “But 
the scores will have to be 
taken in context before you 
can make an evaluation of 
how we’re doing against 
the standards.”

there that she did not 
know, and he also took a 
hit and was fine. She said 
she heard her mom’s voice 
in her head and that gut 
feeling got even stronger. 

At 6:15 p.m. Stillwell 
took one hit of 7H and was 
paralyzed for three hours. 
She could not open her 
eyes or her mouth, and she 
had to remind herself to 
breathe. 

However, she could hear 
everything. She said they 
took her pulse, poured 
water on her head and 
tried to flip the couch to 
wake her up. And then 
her best friend from grade 
school said words she 
would never forget: If she 
does not wake up in 30 
minutes, they would throw 
her in the Barren River. 

Stillwell eventually came 
to and was very lethar¬ 
gic. She could not keep her 
eyes open and was dizzy 
and unable to focus. 

She checked her phone, 
and she had 14 missed 
calls from her parents. She 
called her dad back, and 
when he asked why she 
did not answer, she lied 
and said she had left her 
phone in the car. She did 
not tell him that she had 
almost died. 

Her dad told her she 
needed to come home. 
After hanging up the 
phone, Stillwell realized 
that if she drove, she could 
kill herself or go to jail 
for killing someone else. So 
she called her parents back 
and said she needed to be 
picked up. 

“My body was so weak 
and so tired,” Stillwell 
said. 


She said she threw up on 
herself because she could 
not even bend over. 

When she got home, 
every time she closed her 
eyes, her mom would have 
to get close to her face and 
shake her to get her to 
wake up. All she wanted 
to do was sleep and to be 
left alone. 

Her mom and her mom’s 
best friend took her to the 
emergency room. 

Stillwell’s best friend 
said the effects would only 
last one hour. At 11:15 p.m. 
she was still being affected 
by something the law says 
is OK, she said. 

Her mom requested she 
be drug tested, but her 
blood test could not detect 
anything. Doctors do not 
know how to treat you if 
tests do not detect any¬ 
thing is wrong, Stillwell 
said. 

At 12:15 a.m. she was 
hooked to an IV and was 
still being affected by the 
drug until the medicine hit 
her system. 

After sharing her story, 
Stillwell said she knows not 
everyone paid attention to 
her talk and that some are 
thinking this won’t hap¬ 
pen to them, but she guar¬ 
anteed that someone in 
the audience was taking 
synthetic marijuana right 
now. “If you tried it, you’re 
risking your life. Period,” 
she said. “Just because the 
law says it’s OK doesn’t 
mean it’s OK.” 

Stillwell said she and her 
family worked hard to ban 
synthetic drugs in Warren 
County and she wants to 
see them banned statewide. 
She said taking a stand on 
this issue has led to her 
having fewer friends, but 
she said she would rath¬ 
er have no friends than 
friends who want to throw 


her in the river. 

In an interview after the 
presentation, her mother, 
Amy Stillwell, said they 
worked with the city com¬ 
mission and fiscal court to 
ban a wide range of chemi¬ 
cals that are used in syn¬ 
thetic drugs from Warren 
County. The local drug 
task force took different 
bags of drugs and tested 
them. They found chemi¬ 
cals common in many of 
the drugs and worked to 
have them banned. 

Amy said the task force 
found 14 stores in Bowling 
Green and Warren County 
that were selling the drugs 
containing those chem¬ 
icals, and the first bust 
took place that week at the 
hookah bar where Ashley 
and her friend purchased 
the 7H. 

On the state level, 
Rep. C.B. Embry Jr., R- 
Morgantown, filed a bill 
for the 2012 Kentucky 
Legislative Session that, 
if passed, would add syn¬ 
thetic drugs to the list of 
controlled substances that 
would be considered ille¬ 
gal in Kentucky, accord¬ 
ing to Kentucky House 
Republican Caucus web¬ 
site. 

Under House Bill 198, 
KRS 218A.010 dealing 
with controlled substanc¬ 
es would be amended to 
include “synthetic canna- 
binoids or piperazines.” 
According to the European 
Monitoring Centre for 


Drugs and Drug Addiction, 
synthetic cannabinoids 
are functionally similar 
to tetrahydrocannabinol 
(THC) the active principle 
of cannabis or marijuana. 
According to the Centre 
website, synthetic canna- 
binoid began turning up in 
herbal smoking mixtures 
or so-called incense/room 
odorizers in late 2008. 
Legislation making pos¬ 
session of synthetic can¬ 
nabinoids a Class B mis¬ 
demeanor punishable by a 
term of up to 30 days in 
jail was passed and became 
law in June 2011. 

According to the Caucus 
website, piperazines have 
recently been used in the 
manufacture of plastics, 
resins, pesticides, brake 
fluid and other industrial 
materials. According to 
the EMCDDA, piperazines 
have recently been used as 
illegal drugs on the rave 
scene, often called ‘party 
pills’ starting in New 
Zealand and Europe in 
the early part of the last 
decade before spreading to 
the United States. 

Ashley said she has not 
been to Frankfort yet, but 
she wants to be there when 
it passes. Her main goal is 
to go national and get all of 
the synthetic drugs out of 
the United States. “I want 
it gone, everything.” 

Her mom said, at first, 
Ashley was hesitant to 
share her experience with 
others, but she insisted. 


Ashley first began speak¬ 
ing in September and has 
gone to about 20-25 dif¬ 
ferent places, including 
schools, recovery centers 
and organizations. 

Champions for a Drug 
Free Carroll County 
Assistant Coordinator 
Sheila Chowning first 
heard Stillwell speak at 
a substance seminar in 
Bowling Green. There 
were multiple speakers, 
but Stillwell stood out. 
“She was so powerful,” she 
said. “I knew she would be 
able to relate to our kids.” 

Her trip to Carroll 
County is her first outside 
Warren County. “This is 
such a welcoming place. 
I’m blessed to be here,” 
Stillwell said. 

The incident drew her to 
become a psychology major 
because she wants to learn 
how the synthetic drugs 
affect the brain. She said 
she is very lucky because 
the hit she took of 7H did 
not leave any long-term 
side effects. She wants to 
become a counselor for
